98- 256 REQUEST FOR FI NANCI AL SUPPORT - RENCO SPARKS/ WASHOE COUNTY SKYFI RE, | NC.

Katy Sinon, Deputy County Manager, responded to questions raised at yesterday's caucus concerning this item advising that the
Board has not given financial support to Skyfire, Inc. since 1995.

Rich lori, Chairman, Skyfire, Inc. reviewed information contained in correspondence to the Board regarding a request for financia
support for Skyfire ~98.

M. lori stated that after staging the event for three years, Skyfire is approxi mtely $3,200.00 in debt; that it is his belief
that they can raise between $25,000 to $30,000 per year for the event; that he is requesting that the City of Reno, the City of
Spar ks and Washoe County contribute $10,000 each for a total of $30,000 for the event on an annual basis; that Skyfire would nmake
every effort to raise as nmuch noney as they can during the year; and that if excess funds should exist after the event audit is
conpl ete, the nmoney woul d be returned proportionately to the respective agencies.

Conmmi ssi oner Gal |l oway expressed concern regardi ng precedent setting and a conmitnent for |long-term funding and Karen Mill en
Director of Parks & Recreation, stated that the Parks Conmi ssion is very supportive of the Skyfire event; that they have been
instrumental in getting certain events off the ground in the past by hel ping out financially and/or waiving park use fees; that
they currently charge $2,000.00 for a facility use fee which could be waived if the Board so desired; and that the main issue
rai sed at the Park Conmi ssion was setting a precedence for |ong-term support for other events that may cone forth in the future.

Commi ssi oner Canp suggested advertising at the event to let the public know that donations would be welcomed in an effort to
ensure that Skyfire can occur each year.

Fol | owi ng di scussion, on notion by Commi ssioner Shaw, seconded by Comn ssioner Canp, which nmotion duly carried, Vice Chairnman
Moul i ot ordered that a $10,000. 00 annual financial contribution to Skyfire, Inc. be approved by waiving the $2,000.00 for the park
use fee for Rancho San Rafael for a total contribution of $8,000.00.

Legal Counsel Maureen Griswold stated that the statute allows the Board to provide noney to non-profit corporations in a case
where there is a substantial benefit to the inhabitants of the County, however, a resolution would be required to cone back to the
Board at a future neeting for finalization of this item

Ms. Mullen suggested that Skyfire participants be encouraged to circulate volunteers at the site in an effort to solicit donations
for the event; and that this request be included in the resol ution.

M. lori stated that they woul d nmake every effort to collect donations prior to and during the event.

Conmmi ssi oner Shaw stated that since they are so close to budget tine that he did not understand why the Social Services Departnent
and M'S did not include these personnel requests in their budgets; that this represents a timing issue for him and that he does
not want to send out nixed nessages to departments who may be in need of staff that they can conme forth to the Board at various
times during the year for this purpose.

Deputy County Manager Katy Sinmon stated that the Personnel Division has been working on an analysis of the County's use of
tenporary positions; that departnments are pernitted to have tenporary staff; that this does not have to go through the budget
process if they have resources avail able; and that staff can report back to the Board regarding the use of tenporary positions
within the County.

Maureen Gri swold, Deputy District Attorney, reviewed information and answered questions of the Board regarding | aws governing the
renmoval of elected officials fromoffice contained in a menorandumto the Board dated March 10, 1998.

Ms. Griswold explained that the purpose of her menp was to give the Board background informati on regardi ng Nevada |l aw rel ative to
the renoval of elected officials fromoffice, provisions regarding Vacancy in Ofice, the Recall Process, Sunmary Renpval, Renpbva
by Accusation, Recall of a Public Oficer and the Normal Election Cycle.

Conmmi ssi oner Galloway stated that he would |ike to see the position of Public Adm nistrator/Public Guardi an becone an appoi nted
posi tion.

Ms. Griswold stated that the real question is whether the job is being performed and who is responsible for ensuring that the job
is getting done; if an elected official is insuring that the job is getting done, then it is not a question of the statutory
function being performed; that many of the |aws were enacted in the 1800's and al though they have been anended over the years,
they are not necessarily cohesive and as a result, there are different statutory requirenments which have not been re-eval uated for
several years.

In conclusion, Ms. Giswdld stated that in an effort to address this issue nore conpletely, the District Attorney's Ofice could
bri ng back a conprehensive summary regarding statutory requirenents for all elected offices including, duties, office hours and
annual salaries set forth by the |egislature.

Commi ssi oner Gal |l oway suggested that a future agenda contain legislative itens so that the Board can specifically address the
Public Adm ni strator/Public Guardian being an appointed position; and that the other issue would be to clarify the nmeani ng of
nonf easance in existing legislation so that it could be dealt with in a nore straight forward manner in the future.
